President Thiers addreased the French National
Assembly on the 19th ulk, on the occasion of his

IN A COUNTERFEITER’S DEN.

HBreahing Up of the Fifty-Uent. Rtanmp Opa.
rators—FPresses, Plates, and Money Seizod,

About 10 o'clock yesterday morning a T'rihune
reporter saw Colonel Whitley and two of his
officers entering a clarence In front of the Secret
HService Department in Bleecker street, and saw
a carriange dash off in the direction of the
Bowery. Confldent that something ealculated
to entall disaster upon some of the rogues of
New York was in the wind, the revorter gave
chinse and caught the party near Third avepue
and Fourteenth street. Mounting the box, un-
known to the detectives inside, he was swiftly
whirled away. At a command from the Colonel
the carriage stopped In front of the five-story
tenement house No. 321 FEast Twenty-fourth
street,near Becond avenue, the detectives alighted
and eptered, followed at a short distance by the
reporter.

he premises are peculiarly constructed.
Behind the tenement house, and separated from
It by a small yard, is a two-story, doable brick
house, to which access is only obtaloed by the
pnesage-way through the larger bullding and
the yard. OUn one gide of the wooden stoop Is a
room used as & wash-room by the lnhabitants of
the tenement-house, and on the other isa amall,
dmik room, dingy and covered with cobwebs,
Ouside the window, which reaches to the
groand, 1s a small pine Loard conveying the in-
tellizence (in Printers‘ ink) that the establish-
ment s a “Printing Office,” Passing through
the washing-room’ into a poassage-way, a glass
door is the only obstacle to the interlor of the
“‘office.” This was quickly opened by a
gkeleton key, and the whole party, with
which by this time the repoglgr was
associated, walked into the den of th@®Qalmby
igang of counterfeiters. None of the proprietors
were in, a fact that may be attributed to their
Incarceration in Ludlow street jail, but their
materials for “making money” were clearly
manifest. [n the centre of one side of the room
gtood a small hand-press, and upon a couple of
empty flour barrels were scattered pots of
colors, cans of oll, and the like. In a closet at
the back of the room were piled up packages of
counterfeit 50-cent carreney, well ex<.nted and
neatly tied up. The plates were nowhere
to be fonnd, though the detectives were
eatisfied that they were concealed about
the remises. Axes and hatches were
brenght into requisition, and an onslaught
made upon the flooriug. In a few minutes a
loose plank was discovered; thls was ripped up,
and underneath were found four plates, two
bed-pleces, and a transfer roller. The bed pleces
are first engraved, the impression is taken from
them on the transfer-roller, from which any
number of printing plates may be made, The
plates were steel, and the engraving remarkably
well executed. The presses, roliers, paper, ink,
colors, and oil were quickly transferred to a
car In attendance, and the plates and money to
the carringe, and in few minutes the raiding
party was back in the 8ecret Service Office.

ment, and should not be considered as affecting
the trial. )

MORE STATE'S EVIDENCE.

Edwin B. Lockwood, one of the crew, also in-
dicted for participating in the crime, but who
was allowed to turn Stete's evidence, testified
that the captain and mate were always erue in
their treatment of the men. A prisoner frem
Ludlow street jail was examined for the defense
who testified that during his confinement with
Duncan, one of the seamen who has testified on
the side of the Goverrment, he heard him say
repeatedly that the foree seamen were not
gullty of settipg the ship on fire, and that he
was going to tlesilfyfor the Governmentand
clear himeelf and gela position.

CONSPIRACY AGAINST THE BHIP,

In summing up the case the counsel for the
defendants agaln aluded to the utter want of
evidence 10 show fat any motive had existed
to incite the men & the crime, and sald that if
any copspiracy wis gotten up between them for
the purpose of destroying the ship, they musi
have expected fo perish with her. The jury,
after belug absent about an bour, returned to
ask the Court ! they were allowed to diserimi-
nate between the prisoners in finding their ver-
dict. Judge Woodruff replied that they could
digeriminate, and that if they found one more
or less guilty taan anotiher they could make such
a return In the verdiet.

THE VERDICT.

After bhaving been absent another hour the
jury returned with a verdiet that Pardue was
guilty of setting fire Lo the ship, and recom-
mendiog bim to mercy: and that Meriditt and
Allen were gulty for knowing that he did It and
not preventing i3, bot also recommending them
to merey. The court decided that this was not
a verdict, as there were no degrees under this
indiciment, and instructed the jury to retire
agaln, saying they must find the prisoners
Ygullty” or “mot pullty."—To-day's N, Y.
World.

Normal schools are regarded as very success-
ful and nseful. The gradual relinquishment of
the ordinary schools to the sapport of the
people of the States is contemplated, bat it is
hoped that the normal schools will be sustained
by the society for the assured benefits which
will thereby ensue to the general educational
system of the South. The graduates of schools
bave in mapy Instances been taken into em-
ployment as teachors under the auspices of the
State. The receipts of the society for the year
exceed £50,000. Governor Claflin was re-
elected President.

FROM NEW YORK.

Execution of the Murderer Thomnas,

New Yonrxk, March 10.—The negro murderer
Thomns was executed in the Tombs this morn-
ing. Notwithstanding the heavy rain, nearly
a thousand persons were around the walls out-
side the prison. The Sheriff took precautions
to divest the execution as much as possible of
any brutalizing feature. Only officials aod
members of the press were admitied. A num-
ber of persons clambered to the roofs of build-
ings facing the Tombs, but a canvas prevented
any view. The prisoner did not slecp at all
during the night, but prayed at intervals with
Father Duranquet, who remained with bim till
the hour of execution. Thomas showed much
fortitude on the secaffold, mud knelt in prayer
for a few minutes before the drop fell. He was
of so powerful a frame that twenty-five minutes
elapsed from the time the bolt was drawn Wil
life was extinet.

TRACK OF A TORNADO.

The Track of the Murrionne that Mwept Over
&1, Louls—Nurrew KEscape of the Cliy—Almont
Incredible Frenks of the Storm,
8r. Lovis, March 9.—Oar tradesmen are giv-

fog thanks that the awful tornado which visited

East 8t. Louls yesterday aflernoon contined its

ravages to the eastern bank of the river, for the

western banlk s not only lined for miles with
steamers, butincludes all of 8t. Louls proper

a city numbering pearly three hundred an

twenty-five thousand inhabitants. Had the hur-

ricane struck here the killed and wounded must
have been numbered by thousands. But by the
mercy of Providence the feaiful blast was hurled
upon the eastern bark, a place where there is
comparatively little life and few bulldinge. The
river contracts suddenly about half a mile above
this city, and in former times the flerce current
cleft a small channel for itself thmuﬁ the
Illinois bank mnkln]g & large island, known
popularly as hluody sland, from the fatal duels
that once were fought here. The town lies
considerably to the rear of the bank, and was
not injured in any way by the furious blast.

But where the shore rises shelvl:ﬁ from the

muddy waters of the Mississippi, along the

front of theisland for amile extend the depots
of the numerous railways thal converge upon

Bt. Louis. The tornado, which seems to have

been one of those circular storms which sea-
faring eall
TYPHOONS,

cork-screwed itself dowmedthe. river, leaving

light tokens of its passage in the shape of up-

rooted trees. But when it came within one
hundred yerde of ithe huge Bt. Louls elavator
which stands on the western bank, raising its
eleven stories to n belght of ninety feet, it
veered suddenly, and burled its accumulated
etrepgth upon the opposite elde of the
river, where stretch the !ongr line of
depots for five or six railways. his huge
clevator so forlunately spared Is the very
largest in the country, and for some years
was 50 mwuch greater than the grain business
of 8t. Louls required that it was & copstant
source of jesting for the wits of Chicago. But
of late yvears the immense progress of the city
not only gave this huge elevator all it could do,
but neceseitated the erection of another one on
the opposite shore. This second elevator,
which was erected some three years ago, wus
very broad and somewhat low, a nlhrl'ty_ of
copnstruction which saved It from downfall, “for
it was the first object

when it made its panther-like leap across the

river. The force of the wind was sufficient Lo

tear off the greater part of the roof, which was
carried beyond the steep bank many hundred
feet and hurled In one mass upon some coal
wagons which were coming down to the ferr

boats of the Wiggans mpany. Then it
whirled to the left in & northeasterly direction,
moviog up the bank and utterly demolishing
the freight depot of the 8t. Louis and Van-
dalia Railroad—a strong and durable wooden
edifice 800 feet long by 100 feet high, This
building was laid prostrate in fragments, the
splinters of wood flying in showors, and se-
rluualg injuring several workmen. Siill to
the left is the Chicago and Alton Railroad,
the depot of which was spared, capriciously,
but the round house, scale office, the freight
office, and planking of the wooden pathway
along the depot were all utterly demolisbed
